New Delhi, the 14th November, 1996 
G.S.R. 523(E).—In exercise of the powers con¬ 
ferred by Section 21 of the Technology Develop¬ 
ment Board Act, 1995 (44 of 1995), the Central 
Government hereby makes the following rules, 
naraey .*— 

1. Short title and commencement.—(1) These 
rules may be called the Technology Development 
Board Rules, 1996. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of 
their publication in the official Gazette. 

2. Definitions.-—In these rules, unless the context 
otherwise requires, — 

(a) “Act” means the Technology Development 
Board Act, 1995 (44 of 1995). 

(b) “Board” means the Technology Develop¬ 

ment Board constituted under sub-scction 

(1) of section 3 of the Act; 

(c) “Form” means the form annexed to these 
rules; 

(d) all other words and expressions used in 
these rules, but defined in the Act or the 
Research and Development Cess Act, 1986 
(32 of 1986) shall have the meaning (res¬ 
pectively assigned to them in those Acts. 

3. Technology Development Board.—(1) The 

Board shall be constituted in accordance 
with the provisions of sub-section (3) of 
section 3 of the Act. 

(2) Four members shall be appointed to the 

Board under clause (g) of sub-section (3) 
of section 3 of the Act. 

(3) The members appointed under sub-rule (2), 
shall hold office for a period of three years 
and shall be eligible for re-appointment, 

4. Meeting.—The Board shall ordinarily hold at 
least two meetings in a year on dates to be fixed by 
the Chairperson for the transaction of business, 

5. Resignation.—(1) A member appointed under 

clause (g) of sub-section (3) of section 3 
of the Act, may resign his seat by writing 
under his hand addressed to the Chair¬ 
person of the Board, who shall cause to 
forward it to the Central Government. 

(2) The office of the member of the Board fall 
vacant from the date on which his resig¬ 
nation is accepted by the Central Govern¬ 
ment, 

6. Removal from the Board.—The Central Go¬ 
vernment may remove any member of the Board 


appointed under clause (g) of sub-section (3) of 
section 3 of the Act— 

(a) if he is of unsound mind and stands so 

declared by a competent court; or 

(b) if he is an undischarged insolvent; or 

(c) if he is convicted 1 of any offence involving 
moral turpitude; or 

(d) if his conduct is found to be undercoming 

of a member. 

7. Disclosure of interest by members.—If any 
member of the Board or his|her family members 
has any interest in a proposal submitted for conside¬ 
ration of the Board, the member shall disclose the 
extent of his interest in the proposal. 

8. Presiding over the meetings of the Board.—The 
Chairperson o j: in his absence, such other member pre¬ 
sent as is decided by the Board shall preside at every 
meeting of the Board. 

9. Quorum.—(1) The quorum necessary for the 

transaction of business at a meeting of the 
Board shall be one-half of the total number 
of members. 

(2) If at any time there is no quorum, the 
Chairperson or the person presiding over a 
meeting shall adjourn the meeting until 
there is a quorum. 

(3) Where a meeting has been adjourned 
under sub-rule (2), the business which 
would have been brought before the 
original meeting if there had been a 
quorum present there at, shall be brought 
before, and may be transacted at an 
adjourned meeting whether there is 
quorum present or not. 

10. Power to call Board Meetings.—'The Chair¬ 
person of the Board may at any time call a meeting 
of the Board and shall do so if a requisition for that 
purpose is presented to him by atleast four members 
of the Board. 

11. Notice of meetings and business.—A list of 
the business to be transacted at every meeting except 
at an adjourned meeting, signed by the Secretary of 
the Board or a officer authorised by the Chairperson, 
shall be sent to the address of each member atleast 
seven days before the day fixed for such meeting, 
and no business shall except where the Chairperson 
or the person presiding over the meeting otherwise 
directs, be brought before, or transacted at; in any 
meeting other than the business of wtuch a noice has 
been so given. 

12. Voting.—-(1) All matters brought before any 

meeting of the Board shall be decided 
by the majority of the votes of the 
members present and voting. 

(2) The Chairperson or the person presiding 
over a meeting shall have and exercise a 
second or a casting vote in all cases of 
equality of votes. 
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■! 13. Invitees to the Board meetings. The Chairperson 
of the Board may invite any person or persons to 
attend any meeting of the Board hut such persons 
shall have no right to vote. 

14. Record of business.—(1) The record of 
business ransacted at every meeting of the Board 
shall be prepared by the Secretary for approval by 
the Chairperson or the member presiding at such 
meeting. 

(2) When any business is transacted by circula¬ 
tion of papers', the Secretary shall prepare a record 
of the business so transacted for approval by Chair¬ 
person of the Board directing the Circulation, 

(3) The record of business transacted at every 
meeting of the Board shall be approved and signed 
by the Chairperson or the member presid'ng at such 
meeting, and the approved record of business shall 
be submitted to the Board at its next meeting. 

(4) A record shall be maintained by the Secre¬ 
tary of items of business transacted by the Board or 
the committees' thereof. 

15. Appointment of Committees.—(1) The Board 
may appoint such committee or committees as the 
Board deems necessary to exercise such powers and 
discharge such functions as may be delegated to it 
under these rules. 

(2) The Chairperson may, on the recommenda¬ 
tion of the Board, appohit such. Committee or Com¬ 
mittees as may be necessary for the efficient discharge 
of duties of the Board. 

(3) The Chairperson, on the recommendation of 
the Board, coopt members to any Committee or 
Committees set up under sub-rule (1). 

(4) The Board shall determine the terms of re¬ 
ference, tenure, membership and other related asoect 
of the Committee or the Committees, 

(5) The Committee or Committees shall submit its 
report or finding to the Clia rperson of the Board 
within the stipulated time unless extended bv the 
Board. 

16. Powers and duties of the Chairperson.—-The 
Chairperson shall 

(1) be responsible for the proper functioning of 
the Board and the committees thereof and the imple¬ 
mentation of the decisions arrived at by the Board 
or by the committee and the discharge of dut-'es im¬ 
posed on him by these rules of under the provisions 
of the Act ; 

t.2) exercise such supervisory and administrative 
control over all officers and staff of the Board as may 
be necessary for efficient discharge of functions 
under the Act. 

(3) require the Board or any co mmi ttee thereof 
to defer tak ng action in pursuance of any decision 
taken by the Board, pending a reference to the Cen¬ 
tral Government on such decision ; 


(4) take decision on urgent matters that capnot 
wait disposal by the Board and such decisions shall 
be put up to the Board for approval at its next 
meeting :— 

Provided that where the Board modifies or 
reverses' the decision taken by the Chair¬ 
person, such modification or reversion 
shall be without prejudice to the validity of 
any action taken before such modification 
or reversion. 

17. Powers and duties of the Secretary.—Subject 
to the overall supervision, direction, control and 
gu‘dance of the Chairperson, the Secretary of the 
Board shall :— 

(1) be the Chief Executive Officer of the 
Board ; 

(2) be responsible for implementing the deci¬ 
sions of the 'Board : 

(3) process applications related to financial 
assistance and refund of cess ; 

(4) cause to prepare and submit the budget 
proposal, annual report and the annual 
accounts to the Board for its approval ; 

(5) issue notices, prepare and circulate the 
agenda/minutes and convene meetings of 
the Board; 

(6) open bauk accounts with the approval of 
the Board and regulate the operations of 
bank accounts ; 

17) sanction office expenses including salaries, 
contingencies subject to the budgetary 
provisions; 

18) regulate tenders and entering into contracts 
with any person on behalf of the Board, 
for the procurement of equipment, statio¬ 
nery, subject to the budgetary provisions ; 

19) prepare staff structure, and their service 
conditions, and place before the Board 
for its approval; 

110) take such actions as may be neceslsary to 
defend the interest of the Board at any 
court of law ; and 

(11) carry out any other duties require<l/assign- 
cd by the Chairperson and the Board. 

18. Stating up of Fund for Technology Develop¬ 
ment and Application.—There shall be constituted 
a Fund for Technology Development and Applica¬ 
tion into which credits of amounts of grants and 
income from investment alongwitb other monies 
specified in sub-section (1) of section 9 and section 
10 of the Act shall be accredited :— 

Provided that any amount having been credited 
to the Fund is ordered or directed as paya¬ 
ble to any claimant by orders of appellate 
authority or Court, shall be paid from the 
Fund.

NOTIFICATION 

New Delhi, the 14th November, 1996 

G.S.R. 524(E).—In exercise of the powers con¬ 
ferred by section 10 of the Research and Develop¬ 
ment Cess Act, 1986 (32 of 1986), the Central 
Government hereby mhkes the following rules, 
namely:— 

1. Short title and commencement.—(1) These 
rules may be called the Research and Develop¬ 
ment Cess Rules, 1996. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of 
their publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. Definitions .—In these rules, unless the con¬ 
text otherwise requires,— 

(a) “Act” means the Research and Develop¬ 
ment Cess Act, 1986 (32 of 1986); 

(b) “Authorised dealer” means any person 
authorised by the Reserve Bank of India 1 
to deal in foreign exchange under sec¬ 
tion 6 of the Foreign Exchange Regu¬ 
lation Act, 1973 (46 of 1973); 

(c) “Board” means the Technology Develops 
ment Board constituted under sub-sec¬ 
tion (1) of section 3 of the Technology 
Development Board Act, 1995 (44 of 
1995); 

(d) "Form” means the form annexed to 

these rules; 
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(«) r all other words and expressions vised in 
these rules, but defined in the Act or the 
Technology Development Board Act. 
1995 (44 of 1995), Shall have the mean¬ 
ing respectively assigned to them in 
those Acts. 

3. Levy of Cess.—For the purpose of levy of 
cess under section 3 of the Act payment’ shall 
include:— 

,a) payment made towards import, of tech¬ 
nology as approvcdby the Central Govern¬ 
ment in terms of arty foreign collabora¬ 
tion agdeement, or pproved in accor¬ 
dance with the Industrial Policy of the 
Government of India, in force,, from time 
to time. 

(b) payment made towards the cost of draw¬ 
ings and designs in terms of any foreign 
collaboration agreement as approved by 
the Central Government or approved in 
accordance with the Industrial Policy 
of the Government of India, in force 
from time to time; 

(c) payment made to foreign collaborators 
or to any other person for or in connec¬ 
tion with deputation of technical person¬ 
nel to India in terms of any foreign col¬ 
laboration agreement, in accordance with 
the approval granted by the Central 
Government or approved in accordance 
with the Industrial Policy of the Gov¬ 
ernment of India, in, force, from time to 
time; 

(d) any other payment made towards the 
import of technology approved by the 
Central Government. 

4. Manner of payment of cess.—(1) The cess 
payable under section 3 of the Act by an indust¬ 
rial concern shall be paid to any office of a speci¬ 
fied agency referred to in clause (g) of section 2 
of the Act, alongwith the form of challan prescrib¬ 
ed under the Central Government Account (Re¬ 
ceipts and Payments) Rules, 1983. 

(2j t^ery industrial concern shall, on or be¬ 
fore making any payment towards the import of 
technology, furnish to the authorised dealer thro¬ 
ugh whom such payment is made the counter-foil 
of the form referred to in sub-rule (1) evidencing 
the payment of cess payable under the Act : 

Provided that where such payment is not accom¬ 
panied by the said counter foil, the authorised 
dealer shall nor refuse to accept such payment 
but report the fact within a period of thirty days 
to the Board, 


5. Furnishing of statistical and other informa¬ 
tion.—(1) Every industrial concern shall, within 
sixty days from the date of commecement.of these 
rules, tumish the information referred to in sec¬ 
tion 8 of the Act to the Board in Form A. con¬ 
taining the particulars of the technology importer 
or to be imported under any subsisting foreign col¬ 
laboration agreement. 

(2) Where any industrial concern enters into 
a loreign collaboration agreement for the import 
of technology after the commencement of these 
roles, it shall turnish the information referred to 
in setion 8 of the Act to the (Board in Form A 
within thirty days from the date of entering into 
the agreement. 

(3) Any change or modification in the parti¬ 
culars furnished under sub-rule (1) and (2, 
above, shall be communicated by the industrial 
concern to the Board immediately but in inc 
case later than thirty days from the date of effect¬ 
ing the modification or change. 

6. Manner of recovery of arrears of cess.—- 

(1), If on a scrutiny of the statistical and other 
miormation furnished by ah industrial concern 
under rule 5 or on the basis of a report furnished 
by any authorised dealer under rule 4 or otherwise, 
it appears to the Board that an industrial concern 
has not paid the cess or paid an amount lesser 
than what is payable under section 3 of the Act, 
it shall issue a notice to such industrial concern 
calling upon it to pay the cess or, as the case may 
be the difference of cess due, to a specified agency 
within thirty days of the date of receipt of such 
notice or wi thin such extended time as the Board 
may permit in writing. 

(2) Where on the expiry of the time-limit Speci¬ 
fied in the notice under sub-rule (1), any industrial 
concern fails to pay the amount specified in the 
notice and the Board is satisfied that the amount 
of cess is due to the Central Government, the 
officer authorised by the Board in this behalf shall 
proceed to recover the amount from such industrial 
concern as sums due to the Central Government 
as if it were an arrears of land revenue. 

(3) For the purpose of recovery of sums due 
to Central Government, an officer of the Board 
authorised in this behalf by the Board, may pre¬ 
pare a certificate signed by him specifying the 
amount due and send it to the Collector of the 
district in which the indusrial concern has its 
registered office or principal place of business and 
the said Collector on receit of such certificate, shall 
proceed to recover from the said industrial concern 
the amount specified thereunder as if it were an 
arrear of land revenue. 
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7. Manner of holding inquiry.—- (1) Before Imr 
poring* any' penalty under sntwwotioti <2) of see- 
tioa. (9)s of the Act the Board; sballauthorise im 
writing one or. more of, its officers to make inquiry 
into, the affairs, of the industrial concern. 

(2) The officer authorised under sub-rule (1) 
shall issue to the industrial concern a notice add¬ 
ressed to the registered office or principal place of 
business directing it to show cause as to why the 
penalty specified in the notice should not be im¬ 
posed; 

(3) The industrial-concern may, within thirty 
days fnom the date of. reocapt. of the said notice, 
send-to the officer concerned a reply togetther with 
copies of documentary or other evidence, relied, on 
in such reply. 

(4) The officer, authorised under sub-rule (.1) 
may, if so requested by the industrial concern, give, 
a personal hearing to enable the industrial con- 
cern to explain, its stand in regard to the arrears 
of cess. 

(5) If at. any stage of inquiry, the officer 
authorised under sub-rule (1) is satisfied that the 
default was on account of good or sufficient 
reason he shall not proceed further with thu* inquiry 
and report the fact to the Board. 

(6) If the officer authorised under sub-rule (1) 
is satisfied after ihquiry that there was no good 
or sufficient , reason for. the default committted "by 
the industrial concern, he shall send his report 
to the Board, 

(71 On- receipt- of the report of the officer autho¬ 
rised under sub-rule (1.), the Board shall impose on - 
tho industrial t concern* such penalty, .as it deems,fit nut 
exceeding ten times the amount* of arrears. 

(8) The penalty imposed under sub-rule (7) 
shall be recoverable in accordance with the pro¬ 
cedure laid down in sub-rule (3) i of rule ri. 

8. Manner of refund, of Cess.—(1) An indust¬ 
rial concern desiring refund of cess paid in excess 
on, account of wrong, calculation or revision of 
payable amounts for the purposes of- cess shall 
apply to the Secretary of the Board in writing 
with all the supporting documents. 

(2) After senitinty of the application-in accor¬ 
dance with the procedure laid down by the Board 
the dues as found eligible shall be refunded. 

(3) The decision on the application for refund 
shall be communicated within six months of the 
receipt of..th© application and the refund, if any, 
shall be made within sixty days thereafter. 

(4) No interest, processing or any other charges 
shafi.be payable, on such refund by the Board. 

9. Interpretation of the rules.—Where any 

doubt arises as to the interpretation of these rules, 


it shall be. referred to the Central Government 
for its decision. 

10. Repeal and, saving.—The Research and 
Development CCss Rules, IS 87 are herby re¬ 
pealed ‘" ; 

Provided that such repeal shall not effect— 

(a) the previous qperalion of the said 
rules or anything duly done or suffe¬ 
red thereunder ; or 

<t>) any right, privilege, oeiigarian or liability 
aoquirodj acawcd or incurred tnder the 
said rules ; or 

<c; any penalty incurred in respect of non¬ 
payment of cess under the said rules; 
or 

(d) any investigation or remedy in respect 
of such- right, faivilqtfPv obligation, 
of such right, privilege obligation, liability 
or penalty as aforesaid, and any. such in¬ 
vestigation, ox remedy may be instituted, 
continued .or enforced, and.any such penalty 
ntay be. imposed as if the said rules find not 
been' repealed.
